It is 
roper that heavily popu- 
ated areas such as the 
Eastern end of the {sland 
should be provided at lenat 
with a well-equipped and 
fully staffed clinic; so too 
should the sprawling New 
Territories, 

t is unlikely that anyone 
will disagree with the pro- 
gramme for expanding the 
Colony’s hospital, anti- 
TB, maternity and clinical 
facilities cnvisaged by the 
Reform Club. Nevertheless 
the research and Investiga- 
tion which prompted the 
report would have been 
even more informative and 
useful if It had included 
estimated capital and re- 
curront expenditure for the 
suggested projects, If the 
Reform Club should possess 
any such figures they would 
make o valuable addendum 
to the already pubtished 
report. 

The critical aspect of the 
Club's survey of hospital 
facilities calls for official 
attention. Discourtasy to: 
out-pationts and “rackets” 
by the lower echelons of 
hospital staffs are allega- 
tions that have been made 
a number of times in the 

ast. They require not only 
nvostigntion, but if sub- 
stantlated, cffective —re- 
medial actlon. It should not 
be beyond the ingenuity of 
the appropriate outhoritica 
to put an end to hospital 
malpractices and lack of

wo scientists discussed new techniques whereby radio telescbpes 

are able to listen to the secrets of outer tpace without the drawbacks’ of 
the optical telescopes. . Tae 

Dr J. G. ed ha of Manchester University, which is building the 
world’s largest radio telescope — a radar-like bow] almost the size of a 
football field suspended on 160-foot towers — spoke of research into 
meteors. 

Visual observers can see perhays 10 meteors an hour if fog, cloud 
or other atmospheric conditions do not Interfere. 

“But the number of radio echoes detected can run into thousands an 
hour,” he said. 


Using this ability to hear far. 
more than the cye can sce 
wadto astronomers, he said, h«! 
checked 17,500 metcors to 

ve the visual theory about 
he orbit which metcors take 
through space and the solar 
system. 


It would have taken visual 
astronomers many years of 
observation and photography to 
amass the same evidence, 


Dr J. R. Shakeshaft of Cam- 
bridge pointed out that an 
American engineer offered the 
theory of radio astronumy = in 
1932. But already many dark 
or rad. stars, dnvisible Ww the 
optica] telescopes, were being 
charted and sources of emission 
of radio waves in outer space 
were ufso being located.

N the course of an 
I interview on the Suez 
crisis and the future 
role of big tankers the 
Greek ship owner, Mr 
Stavros Niarchos, had 7ome 
bitter words to say about 
British policy in Cyprus. 


The interview, given on 
Mr Niarchos’s yacht, the 
Creole, anchored in Venice, 
was published in the Paris 
newspaper, Le Monde. 


Speaking cf Cyprus, Mr 
Nivrchos is quoted as saying: 
“Tr cannot get out of my mind 
the agonising problem of my 
Greek compatriots on this 
sland. Greece hos never ceased 
to offer to Britain in the event 
of Cyprus becoming Greece, the 
complete use of military baacs 
nut only on the islund but also 
on the Greek mainland. 


“If agreement with 
had been reached before the 
Suez crisis, the entire West 
would have benefited from It. 
Britain would have secured its 
bases in Oyprus instead of 
having to wage this endless war 
against the terrorists, Further- 
mute, Greece would have at- 
{ended ithe London conference 
on Sucz instend of boycotting 
nA" 

Mr Niarchos concluded: “Is 
It really too late for Britain to 
understand where fis ¢rue 
Interests He?” 

To what extent does Mr 
Niarchos’s brother-in-law, rival 
and fellow-Greck, Mr Aristolie 
Onassis, share his views on 
Cyprus? At the moment Mr 
Onossils is cruising in Greek 
waters and it was impoesibie to 
reach him.
